"Continued  buying  interest  featured  this  and  other  New  England  cotton 
markets  during  the  past  week,  but  trading  was  only  mocjerate  in  volume, 
and  prices  were  about  the  same  as  during  the  previous  v/eek.  Some 
tendency  to  firmness  was  reported  in  most  of  the  misdium  length  types, 
but  a  few  weak  spots  developed  in  the  extra  long  stapled  types  and  in  a 
few  of  the  short  cotton  types.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF         I  CAN-EGYPT  IAN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  J.iNU/lRY  1941 

The  Bureau  ©f  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  January  as  2,487  bales  of  500  pounds  gross 
weight,  compared  with  1,930  bales  in  December  and  1,806  bales  in  November. 
The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having 
been  5,035  bales  in  January,  compared  with  4,512  balos  iff  December  and 
4,295  bales  in  November.
